More Assignments—Status of the 
Borax Companies. 

SAN FRANcIsco, May 9.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press| The assignees of William T. 
Coleman & Co. have placed their own repre- 
sentative in charge of the establishment, 
and marked a number of employés for dis- 
missal, Only those clerks will be retained 
who have charge of the books and are neces- 
sary in making up the inventory of assets 
and liabilities. This labor will be con- 
cluded in about two weeks. Three assign- 
ments were filed in the office of the County 
Recorder today, the assigning companies 
being the Meridian Borax Company, the 
Harmory Borax Company and the Califor- 
nia Chemical Company, and the assignee 
being A. L. Tubbs, The property of the 
companies consists of borate lands in Inyo 
and San Bernardino counties, and the as- 
signments are the offshoot of that made by 
Coleman & Co, on Monday. 

Mr. Coleman stated, as to the reasons of 
these later assignments, that the total 
amount of borate lands owned by the firm 
consists of 10,000 acres, the greater part in 
Inyo county, but some in San Bernardino 
county. For the better management of 
these lands four companies were organized,

THE VALLEJO DISASTER. 


Discovery of the Cause of the Boiler's 
Explosion, 

San FRANcIscO,May 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A statement is published 
here to the effect that the official report of 
Inspector Lubbock upon the recent boiler 
explosion on the steamer Julia will show 
that the explosion was not caused by the 
boiler’s being burned away by the use of 
petroleum, as has been commonly supposed, 
but that the: starboard boiler contained a 
crack eight inches long, six inches of which 
was to a depth of three-sixteenths of an 
inch. Asthe iron boiler was but five-six- 
teénths of an inch in thickness there was 
only one-eighth of an inch to withstand a 
pressure of 110 pounds to the square inch. 
The crack was on the inside of the boiler 
near the top manhole, extending along the 
double row of rivets. The theory of ma- 
chinists is that the “skin” of the iron was 
broken in calking the seam, 
recent hydrostatic test of pressure applied 
by the inspectors, ether with the suc- 
cessive expansion and contraction of the 
steam had steadily deepened the crack until 
it became too weak to further withstand the 
force exercised upon it. An examination 
of the defect hawetl that it was of ow 
standing, the crack being filled with sed 
ment from the water. Boilermakers and 
foundrymen were unanimous in declaring 
that the explosion must be attributed to the 
crack, and it is said that this fact will be 
fully established by the trenscript of the 
whe forwarded to the authorities 
ngton.

The members of the Seventh Regiment 
are anxiously awaiting the Governor’s 
announcement of Brig.-Gen. Mathews’ 
successor. Gen. Mathews forwarded his 
resignation last Sunday afternoon, since 
which time nothing has been heard in re- 
gard to the matter. It is the general im- 
pression among the members that the whole 
thing was settled before Gen, Mathews 
was requested to resign, and that itis a 
political move, Gov. Waterman being 
credited with a hankering after a second 
term, and being apparently possessed of the 
delusive idea that the National Guard can 
be converted into a Pretorian guard.

He had that confidence in his own mighty 
intellect that he pitted himself, with sim ‘y 
that to rely on, against the combined inte - 
lects of those arrayed against him. Had 
he possessed more faith in human nature 
he might have won over to his side the 
most of those who worked his downfall. 
But he lacked that faith and fell. He was 
a failure because of that one fault. Less of 
his philosophy and more of humanity might 
have placed him on the throue. 

It was a question with him, the speaker 
said, whether the author intended “‘Hamlet”’ 
as a type of one class or whether he was all 
men, all of human nature.

Even with a 
tariff of 30 per cent. on the foreign 
xoods, manufacturers of crystalized 
fruits find it dificult to compete with 
French importers. Remove this duty 
altogether, and the be- 
comes strong that the factory at Pasa- 
dena, as elsewhere. would have to close 
up or do a losing business. The order 
mentioned would keep this factory 
busy nearly all summer. Its goods 
already have an excellent reputation 
in the eastern markets, but the Mills 
Tariff Bill knocks them out.

Every little vil 
lage and forty-acre tract between New- 
halland San Diego spent barrels of 
printer’s ink to prove how far superior 
were its attractions—climatic, scenic 
and real estatic—to those of this pueblo. 
To so great an extent was this carried 
that a stranger, picking up a bundle of 
this description of advertising litera- 
ture, would arrive at the conclusion 
that Los Angeles city was a place to 
be religiously avoided by all who value 
their health and morals—a_ sort 
of nineteenth century Gomorrah, 
founded by ignorant natives in the 
most undesirable spot in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and inhabited chiefly by persons 
engaged in fishing for suckers. 

Los Angeles, confidentin its superior 
strength, good-humoredly watched 
these proceedings, much as-a mastiff 
regards the terriers who threaten to 
devour it with their bark. Those who 
placed their faith in this city as the 
permanent metropolis of Southern Cali- 
fornia have been amply_rewarded.

A NOBLE TRIBUTE 


Col. Ingersoll’s Eulogy of 


Conkling. 


The Dead Statesman’s Services to His 
“ . Party and the People. 


His Stalwart Battle for the Freedom 
of ‘the Colored Race. 


The Great Leader Described and Eulogized as 
& Patriot, Citizen and Potitical Leader— 
The Oration Delivered Before a 
Crowded House at Albany. 


Py Telecaraph to The Times. 

Anpany (N. Y.), May 0.—-[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Thirty-five hundred persons 
in the Academy of Music of this city to- 
night, listened to an oration by Col. Robert 
|G. Ingersoll, to the memory of Roscoe 
Conkling, and one-fourth as many more be- 
sieged the barred doors, while many climbed 
to the roof and peered through the sky- 
lights. The ceremonies were under the 
auspices of the Senate and assembly. 

Col. Ingersoll said, in substance: 

“Roscoe Conkling, a great man, orator, 

statesman, lawyer, distinguished citizen of 
the Republic, in the zenith of his fame and 
power, has reached his journey’s end, and 
we are met here in the city of his birth to 
pay tribute to his worth and work. He 
earned and held a proud position in public 
thought. He stood for independence, for 
courage, and, above all, for absolute in- 
tegrity; and his name was known and 
honored by many millions of his fellow- 
men. In the presence of death, a good man 
judges as he would be judged. He knows 
that men are only fragments, that the 

reatest walk in the shadow, and that 
aults and failures mingle with the lives 
ofall. In the grave should be buried preju- 
dices and passions born of confliét. Charity 
should hold the scales jin which are weighed 
the deeds of men, their peculiar traits, born 
of locality and surroundings. These are but 
“the dust of the race. These are accidents. 
the drapery, the clothes, fashions that have 
nothing to do with the man, except to hide 
his character. They are the clouds that 
cling to the mountains.. Time gives us a 
clearer vision. That which was merely 
local fades away. Wordscf envy are for- 
gotten, and all there is of sterling worth re- 
mains, He who was called the partisan is 
called the patriot. Fortunate it is that the 
Nation is great enough to know the great. 
How poor this world would be without its 
graves, without the memories of its mighty 
dead. Only the voiceless speak forever. 
“INTELLIGENCE,INTEGRITY AND COURAGE 
are the great pillars that support States. 
Above all, the citizensof a free nation should 
honor brave and independent men of stain- 
less integrity, of will and intellectual force. 
Such men are Atlases,on whose mighty 
shoulders rest the great fabric of the Repub- 
lic. Flatterers, cringers, crawlers, time- 
servers are dangerous citizens of a 
democracy. They who gain applause and 
power by pandering to the mistakes, 
prejudices and passions of the muititnde 
are ever the enemies of liberty. Most 
people are slaves of habit, followers of 
custom, believers in the wisdom of the past, 
and were it not for brave and splendi 
souls the dust of antique time would tie 
unswept and mountaineous error would be 
too highly heaped for truth to overawe. 
Custom is a prison, locked and barred 


by those who long ago were 
dust, the keys of which are in the 
keeping of the dead. Nothing is grander 
than when a strong, intrepid man ‘breaks 


the chains, levels the walis and breasts the 
many- ed mob like some great cliff that 
mocks the innumerable billows of the seas. 
The politician hastens to agree with the ma- 
waste insists that their prejudice is patriot- 
$m, Anetr ignorance wisdom; not that he 
loves them, but because he loves himself. 
The statesman, tle real reformer, points out 
the mistakes of the multitude, attacks the 
rejudices of his countrymen, laughs at their 
oilies, denounces their cruelties, enlightens 
and enlarges their minds and consciences; 
not because he loves himself, but because 
he loves and serves the right, and wishes to 
make his country great and free. He who 
refuses to stoop, who cannot be bribed by 
the promise of success or the fear of failure, 
who walks the highway of right and in dis- 
aster stands erect, is only the victor when 
real history shall be written by the trutbful 
and wise. Those who bore the burden of 
defeat and kept their self-respect, who 
would not bow to man or men four place or 
wer, will wear upon their brows the 
urel mingled with the oak. 
HIS HATRED OF SLAVERY. 
“Roscoe Conkling was a man of superb 
courage. He acted’ without fear—for he 
had that fortitude of soul that bears the 


consequences of a course pursued without 
complaint. He was charged with being 
proud. The charge was true. He was 
proud. His knees were as inflexible as the 
‘unwedgable and gnarled oak,’ but he was 
not vain. Vanity is a vane that burns, a 
willow that bends with every breeze. Pride 
is the oak that defies the storm. One is 
weakness, the other strength. This imper- 
ious man entered public life in the dawn of 
the reformation, at a time when the country 
needed men of pride, of Fp van and cour- 
age. The institution of slavery had pois- 
oned all the springs of power. Before this 
ambition fell uvon its knees, politicians, 
judges, clergymen and merchant princes 
bowed low and bumbly. Slavery was the 
bond, the pledge of peace, of union and of 
national greatness. The temple of Ameri- 
can liberty was finished. ‘Ihe auction- 
biock was the  corner-stone. It is 
hard to conceive of the utter 
demoralization of political blindness 
and immorality, of patriotic dishonesty, of 
the cruelty and degredation of a peon’e who 
supplemented the incomparable Declara- 
tion of Independence with the Fugitive 
Slave Law. Think of the honored states- 
men of that ignoble time, whe wallowed in 
this mire, and who, decorated with dripping 
filth, received the plaudits.of their fellow- 
men. The noble, really patriotic men were 
the victims of mobs, and the shameless were 
clad in robes of office. At last the conflict

He listened patiently to details, and to his 
industry there were only the limits of time 
and strength, He was a student of the 
Constitution. He knew the boundaries of 
federal Jurisdiction, and no man was more 
familiar with those great decisions that are 
the peaks and promontories, the headlands 
and beacons of law. 

HIS MARVELOUS POWER. 

“He was an orator, earnest logical, in- 
tense and picturesque. He laid the faunda- 
tion with care, with accuracy and skill and 
rose by “cold gradation and well-balanced 
form” from the: corner-stone of his state- 
ment to the domed conclusion. He fiiled 
the stage; he gladdened the eyes of his 
audience.

He had a profound 
aversion for those who insist on putting a 


base motive back of the good deeds of 
others. He wore no mask. He knew his 
friends. His enemies knew him. He had 


no patience with pretense, with patriotic 
reasons for unmanly acts. He did*his work 
well and bravely, and spoke his thoughts. 
Sensitive to the last degree, he keenly felt 
the blows and stabs of the envious and ob- 
scure, and the small blow of the weakest; 
but the greatest could not drive him from 
his convictions. He would not stop to ask 
or give explanation; he left his words and 
deeds to justify themselves. He held in 
light esteem the friend who heard with 
halt-believing ear the slander of afoe. He 
walked a highway of his own, and kept the 
company of his own self-respect. 
* BOWED TO DEATH ALONE. 

“He would not turn aside to avoid a foe, 
to greet or gain a friend. In his nature 
there was no compromise. To him there 
were but two paths—the right and the 
wrong. He was maligned, misrepresented 
and misunderstood, but he would not an- 
swer. He knew that character spoke 
louder than any words. He was as silent 
then as he is now, and his silence, better 
than any form of speech, refuted every 
charge. He was an American, proud of bis 
coun that was and ever will be proud of 
him. e did not find perfections only in 
other lands, He did not grow small and 
shrunken, withered and apolegetic in the 
sy geo of those upon whom greatness 

ad been thrust by chance. He eould not 
be overawed by dukes or lords, or flattered 
into vertabreless subserviency by the 
patronizing smiles of kings. In the midst of 
conventionalities, he had a feeling of suf- 
focation. He believed in the royalty of 
man, in the sovereignty of the citizen and 
in the matchless greatness of this Repubiic. 
He was of a classic mould, a figure from the 
antique world. He had the pose of great 
statues, the er and bearing of the intel- 
lectual Greek, of the conquering Roman; 
and he stood in the free air as though in his 
veins there fluwed the blood of a hundred 
kings. And as helived hedied. Proudly 
he entered the darkness, or the dawn, we 
call death.

WASHINGTUN NOTES. 


Old Probs Adopts a New System of 
Indications. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—/By the As- 
sociated Press.] In view of the netessity 
of furnishing night indications to the press 
of the country at an earlier hourthan at 
present is practicable, and in order to facili- 
tate the intention of the Chief Signal Officer 
to place more promptly,. satistactorily and 
clearly before the general public the chart 
observations of the Signal Corps, it has 
been decided to substitute tele graphic ob- 
servations at8 a.m. and 8 p.m., standard 
eastern time, for the three observations now 
telegraphed. The third telegraphic observ- 
ation will be replaced by special observations 
sent to this office, which will keep the 
indications officer fully advised as to the 
edge of advancing vold waves, local storms 
or other marked atmospheric phenomena. 
In addition, there will be mailed from the 
large commercial centers to the surround- 
ing points, each day, charts which will 
enabie those interested, as well as the 
general public, to note for themselves the 
advance of storms. By this means local 
meteorologists will frequently be able to 
decide for themselves more satisfactorily 
than can be done by the present general 
predictions from the main office as to the 
character of the weather which may be ex- 
pected in their own territory. 

AMENDING THE INTERSTATE ACT. 

The Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce today ordered a favorable report 
upon the amendment to the sixteenth sec- 
tion of the Interstate Cémmerce Law, 
which section now provides for summary 
provecsaas by mandatory or other process 

y United States Circuit Courts sitting in 
equity toinforce any unlawful order or re- 
quirement of the commission. The amenda- 
ment extends the provisions of the section 
as they now stand to any order or require- 
ment of the commission, not founded on a 
controversy requiring trial by jury, but as 
to watters which under the Constitution 
require trial by jury, it is proposed that the 
commission, or any person interested, may 
apply in a summary way to Circuit Courts 
sitting as courts law. The amendment 
makes provision for the speedy trial of such 
cases, and provides on a hearing that the 
findings of fact by the commission shail be 
prima facia evidence, lt also provides that 
the court by its order may fix the time for 
trial not less than 20 nor more than 40 days 
from date of the order.
